PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  rcceivec 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.

“  FOREST  ACT  ” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  regula¬ 
tions  made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  745,  approved 
April  1st,  1952,  be  rescinded,  and  that  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  204,  approved  January  31st,  1956, 
pursuant  to  the  “Forest  Act,”  being  chapter  128 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  the  following  regulations  be  made: — 

REGULATIONS 

(Pursuant  to  the  Provisions  of  the  “  Forest  Act  ”) 


Regulation  1 

Every  person  carrying  on  any  land-clearing,  lum¬ 
bering,  industrial,  engineering,  or  construction  oper¬ 
ation  during  the  closed  season  in  or  within  one-half 
mile  of  any  forest  or  woodland  or  any  slash  or 
forest  debris  shall  provide  and  maintain  such  fire¬ 
fighting  equipment  of  a  type  satisfactory  to  the 
Forest  Service  as  is  hereinafter  specified  in  these 
regulations. 

Regulation  2 
Tools  Required 

Where  a  person  carries  on  any  of  the  operations 
specified  in  Regulation  1  above,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  person  to  furnish  and  maintain  such  fire¬ 
fighting  equipment  as  required  in  these  regulations, 
as  follows: — 

(a)  Engines,  General. — Where  such  person  uses 
or  operates  an  engine  as  a  locomotive,  log¬ 
ging-engine,  or  portable  engine,  such  person 
shall  maintain  at  or  on  such  engine,  ready 
and  available  for  use,  the  following  tools: 
Six  10-quart  buckets,  two  hand-tank  pumps 
of  not  less  than  4-gailon  capacity  filled  with 
water  at  all  times,  six  shovels,  three  axes, 
three  mattocks,  or  as  an  alternative,  where 
a  tank  of  water  fitted  with  an  outlet  valve 
and  containing  not  less  than  400  gallons, 
and  a  pump,  and  not  less  than  500  feet  of 
1-inch  discharge-hose  or  larger  are  provided, 
the  complement  of  tools  may  be  reduced  to 
two  buckets,  two  hand-tank  pumps,  two 
shovels,  two  axes,  and  two  mattocks.  All 
hand-tools  to  be  maintained  in  a  rack  or 
box  provided  for  the  purpose  on  or  adjacent 
to  the  machine. 

(h)  Stationary  Internal-comhiislion  Engines. — 
Where  a  person  is  using  or  operating  an 
internal-combustion  logging  or  industrial 
engine  in  a  stationary  capacity,  such  person 


shall  maintain  all  the  tools  required  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  clause  (a)  above,  and  in  addition 
thereto  shall  supply  and  have  available  at 
or  near  such  engine  an  open-end  drum  of 
not  less  than  45-gallon  capacity  full  of  water 
or  the  alternative  water-supply  as  specified 
in  clause  (a)  above,  and  chemical  fire- 
extinguishers  suitable  for  gas,  oil,  or  grease 
fires  of  not  less  than  the  total  rating  of 
1  gallon  of  liquid  or  10  pounds  of  gas  or 
8  pounds  of  pressurized  dry  chemical  fully 
charged  and  properly  affixed  to  the  engine 
aforesaid. 

(c)  Two  or  More  Engines. — Where  such  person 
operates  two  engines  or  more  together  as  a 
unit,  such  person  shall  maintain  one  set  of 
tools  as  described  in  clause  (a)  above  at  a 
location  immediately  available  to  such  en¬ 
gines,  and  additionally  shall  maintain  at 
each  engine  the  equipment  described  in 
clause  (b),  except  where  the  alternative 
water-supply  is  used,  then  the  45-gallon 
drums  will  not  be  required. 

(d)  Tractors  and  Logging-trucks. — Where  such 
person  uses  or  operates  an  internal-combus¬ 
tion  engine  in  a  mobile  capacity,  such  as  a 
traction  engine,  tractor,  or  truck,  engaged  in 
the  removal  of  forest  products,  such  person 
shall  have  properly  affixed  on  such  vehicle 
chemical  fire-extinguishers  suitable  for  gas, 
oil,  and  grease  fires  of  not  less  than  a  total 
rating  of  2  quarts  of  liquid  or  5  pounds  of 
gas  or  4  pounds  of  pressurized  dry  chemical 
fully  charged  and  ready  for  use,  and  in 
addition  thereto  such  person  shall  supply 
and  carry  on  such  vehicle  one  shovel  and 
one  axe,  or  one  mattock,  or  one  Pulaski 
tool. 

(e)  When  Crew  Six  Men  or  Less. — Notwith¬ 
standing  clauses  (a),  (b),  and  (c)  above, 
where  such  person  is  using  or  operating  an 
engine  and  the  total  crew  employed  on  the 
whole  operation  being  carried  out  as  men¬ 
tioned  in  Regulation  1  consists  of  six  men 
or  less,  such  person  carrying  on  such  opera¬ 
tion  shall  supply  and  have  available  and 
ready  for  use  the  following:  Two  10-quart 
buckets,  two  axes,  two  shovels,  two  mat¬ 
tocks,  one  hand-tank  pump  of  not  less  than 
4-gallon  capacity  filled  with  water,  and  one 
chemical  fire-extinguisher  as  specified  in 
clause  (d)  above.  In  lieu  of  two  axes  and 
two  mattocks,  specified  above,  two  Pulaski 
tools  may  be  substituted. 

(/)  Power-saws. — Any  person  operating  a  power¬ 
saw  shall  carry  with  such  power-saw  a  fully 
charged  chemical  pressurized  fire-extinguish¬ 
er  of  not  less  than  8  ounces  capacity  by 
weight  suitable  for  gas,  oil,  or  grease  fires. 
A  round-point  shovel  shall  be  maintained  at 
the  power-saw  refuelling  point. 

Painting  of  Fire-fighting  Tools. — Provided  always 
that  all  buckets,  shovels,  axes,  mattocks,  and  hand- 
tank  pumps  required  by  these  regulations  shall  be 
marked  with  red  paint  and  be  kept  in  good  repair 
and  used  only  in  case  of  fire.  All  such  equipment 
shall  be  kept  in  a  rack  or  box  provided  for  that 
purpose  on  or  adjacent  to  the  machine.  (For  addi¬ 
tional  tool  requirements  on  operations,  see  under 
Regulation  3.) 

Regulation  3 

Any  person  carrying  on  any  of  the  operations 
mentioned  in  Regulation  I  during  the  closed  season 
in  or  within  one-half  mile  of  any  forest  or  wood¬ 
land  or  any  slash  or  forest  debris  shall: — 

(a)  Additional  Fire-fighting  Tools  Required  on 
Operations. — In  addition  to  the  equipment 
required  in  Regulation  2,  provide  and  main¬ 
tain  at  a  readily  accessible  place  at  the  site 
of  such  operation  and  have  available  for  the 
men  employed  thereat  such  sets  of  tools  in 
accordance  with  the  schedule  hereunder, 
which  tools  shall  be  in  addition  to  those 
required  elsewhere  in  these  regulations  or 
used  elsewhere  on  the  operation,  and  shall 
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be  maiked  with  red  paint  and  kept  in  good 
repair  and  used  for  lire-iighting  purposes 
only,  and  all  such  equipment  shall  be  kept 
in  raeks  or  boxes  piovided  for  the  pu.pr>se.

Note. — Provided  that  a  mobile  tanker  unit  of  a 
capacity  not  less  than  500  gallons  and  equipped 
with  a  power-pump  and  1,000  feet  of  1  Vi -inch  dis¬ 
charge-hose  is  furnished  at  any  such  operating  camp 
or  unit,  the  number  of  hand-tank  pumps  required 
above  may  be  reduced  to  six  and  the  metal  pails  to 
twelve. 

{b)  Fire-fighting  Pumps  and  Hose. — At  every 
operating  camp  or  unit  there  shall  be  kept 
available,  in  good  running  condition  and  for 
hre-fighting  purposes  only,  portable  self- 
powered  fire-fighting  pumps  with  necessary 
tools  for  maintenance  and  supplied  with  the 
necessary  suction-hose  and  1,000  feet  of 
1 1/2 -inch  discharge-hose  per  pump.  The 
number  of  pumps  will  be  in  accordance  with 
the  number  of  men  in  the  operating  camp 
or  unit  as  follows:  25  to  50  men,  one  pump; 
51  to  100  men,  two  pumps;  101  to  200  men, 
three  pumps;  and  201  men  and  over,  four 
pumps.  Such  pumping  units,  pump  and 
motor,  must  be  hand-portable  and  not  per¬ 
manently  attached  to  any  machine;  provided 
always  that  the  pumps  furnished  as  a  result 
of  the  above  requirements  are  suitable  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Forest  Officer. 

Regulation  4 
Preventive  Measures 

Where  a  person  carries  on  any  of  the  operations 
specified  in  Regulation  1  above,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  person  to  carry  out  fire-prevention  measures 
as  follows: — 

(fl)  Spark-arresters.  —  Every  engine,  including 
motor-vehicles  engaged  in  the  removal  of 
forest  products,  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
safe  and  efficient  device  for  arresting  sparks, 
of  a  design  satisfactory  to  the  Forest  Ser¬ 
vice;  provided  that  spark-arresters  shall  not 
be  required  in  the  case  of  a  steam-engine 
operated  with  all  exhaust  outlets  outside  the 
stack. 

(b)  Fire-fighting  Pumps  and  Hose  for  Steam 
Units. — In  case  the  engine  is  operated  by 
steam,  there  shall  be  kept  available  at  such 
engine  at  all  times  a  sufficient  supply  of 
water  for  fire-fighting  purposes,  and  the 
engine  shall  be  equipped  with  one  general- 
service  steam-pump,  3  by  2  by  3  or  larger, 
with  200  feet  of  hose  of  not  less  than  1  inch 
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inside  diameter  with  ys-inch  nozzle,  which 
pump  and  hose  shall  be  kept  always  in 
repair  and  running  condition. 

(c  )  Damping  Down  When  Humidity  below  50 
per  Cent.-  In  the  case  of  an  engine  operated 
by  steam  power,  other  than  a  locomotive,  if 
the  engine  is  under  steam  and  the  relative 
humidity  of  the  atmosphere  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  engine  is  below  50  per  cent,  the  sur¬ 
face  of  the  ground  surrounding  the  engine 
for  a  (.listance  of  not  less  than  200  feet  in  all 
directions  therefrom  shall  be  continuously 
kept  wet  by  application  of  water  by  means 
of  a  hose  or  other  appliance  to  be  provided 
and  kept  for  the  purpose. 

(</)  Snugging  and  Clearing  around  Engine. — All 
dead  trees  and  snags  10  feet  and  over  in 
height  and  within  200  feet  of  any  logging  or 
stationary  engine  (including  internal-com¬ 
bustion  engines)  must  be  felled  before  the 
engine  starts  operations,  and  all  slash  and 
debris  shall  be  removed  for  a  distance  of 
not  less  than  10  feet  from  such  logging  or 
stationary  engine. 

(e)  Haul-back  Lines  and  Corner  lilocks. — Haul- 
back  lines  shall  be  laid  in  straight  lines,  and 
all  points  of  friction  with  inflammable  ma¬ 
terial  shall  be  removed.  All  slash  or  debris 
shall  be  removed  for  a  distance  of  not  less 
than  5  feet  from  all  corner  blocks  and  ex¬ 
tending  an  additional  7  feet  along  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  lines  for  a  width  of  3  feet. 

(/)  Prohibiting  Smoking. — Prohibit  smoking  ex¬ 
cept  in  designated  areas,  and  enforce  this 
prohibition  by  all  means  necessary.  Safe 
areas  where  smoking  is  permitted  shall  be 
designated  by  posters.  Signs  shall  be  posted 
at  conspicuous  places  on  the  operation,  stat¬ 
ing  that  no  smoking  is  permitted  except  in 
the  designated  areas.  No  person  shall 
smoke  on  the  operation  except  in  designated 
areas. 

Regulation  5 
Camp  Fires 

Every  person  who,  under  permit,  sets  out,  starts, 
or  kindles  any  fire  in  any  forest  or  woodland  during 
the  closed  season  for  the  purpose  of  cooking  or 
obtaining  necessary  warmth: — 

(a)  Shall  not  locate  the  fire  within  10  feet  of 
any  log,  stump,  snag,  or  standing  tree: 

(b)  Shall  clear  away  all  inflammable  debris  and 
material  down  to  mineral  soil  for  a  space  of 
3  feet  in  every  direction  from  the  edge  of 
the  fire. 

Regulation  6 
Notices  Prohibiting  Fires 

Where  notices  have  been  posted  in  conspicuous 
places  in  the  vicinity  of  any  forest  or  woodland,  by 
the  owner  thereof,  or  by  an  officer  of  the  Forest 
Service,  prohibiting  the  setting-out  of  fire  within  the 
forest  or  woodland  during  the  clo.sed  season,  no 
person  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  cooking  or  obtain¬ 
ing  necessary  warmth,  set  out,  start,  or  kindle  any 
fire  within  that  forest  or  woodland;  and  no  permit 
issued  under  the  “  Forest  Act  ”  authorizing  the 
setting-out,  starting,  or  kindling  of  fires  for  any 
such  purpose  shall  extend  to  or  apply  within  the 
area  of  any  forest  or  woodland  in  respect  of  which 
notices  have  been  so  posted. 

Regulation  7 

Exemptions  by  District  Forester 

The  District  Forester  may,  in  his  discretion, 
grant  an  exemption  or  vary  from  any  or  all  the 
provisions  referred  to  in  Regulations  2  to  4,  in¬ 
clusive;  provided,  however,  such  exemption  must 
be  in  writing  and  shall  state  the  period  of  the 
exemption,  which  shall  not  be  valid  beyond  Decem¬ 
ber  31st  of  each  year;  and  provided  further  that 
such  exemption  may  be  cancelled  by  the  District 
Forester  at  any  time  by  notice  in  writing,  mailed 
by  registered  prepaid  post  addressed  to  such  person 
I  at  his  last-known  address. 
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Regulation  8 
Fire-fighting  Rates  of  Pay 

The  full  compensation  for  voluntary  or  compul¬ 
sory  assistance  in  the  fighting,  controlling,  or  ex¬ 
tinguishing  of  any  forest  fire  by  persons  who  have 
been  employed  or  summoned  to  assist,  pursuant  to 
the  “  Forest  Act,”  shall  be  as  follows: — 

75  cents  per  hour  for  fire-fighters. 

85  cents  per  hour  for  strawbosses  or  sub-foremen 
or  pump  operators. 

90  cents  per  hour  for  power-saw  operators. 

$1.00  per  hour  for  foremen. 

$1.00  per  hour  for  fallers  (in  Coast  districts  west 
of  the  Cascade  Mountains  only). 

$1.25  per  hour  for  tractor-drivers. 

Not  to  exceed  $1 1.50  per  day  for  cooks. 

Not  to  exceed  $6.50  per  day  for  cooks’  helpers. 


Not  to  exceed  $1 1.50  per  day  for  horse-packers. 

Not  to  exceed  $10.50  per  day  for  timekeepers. 

Not  to  exceed  $15.00  per  day  for  fire  superin¬ 
tendents. 

In  addition  to  the  above  rates  of  pay,  board  shall 
be  provided  for  the  person  so  employed  or  sum¬ 
moned  to  assist;  provided  that  when  considered 
expedient  the  persons  so  employed  may  provide 
their  own  board,  and  amounts  in  lieu  thereof  may 
be  added  to  their  compensation  at  rates  to  be 
determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Minister.
